It apparently is the intention of 
the old guard leaders to favor giv- 
ing all three of the leaders—Wood, 
Lowden and Johnson—a clear run 
for their money and then, after try- 
ing out certain others already ac- 
tively in the field of possibilities, 
end the deadlock, if such arises, 
either with a united stand behind 
Lowden or some “dark horse.” 

In the latter class there was more 
talk of Hoover today than at any 
time during the pre-convention pe- 
riod. ‘s:e situation tends to play 
into his hands..

PROSPECTS GROW 
FOR A DEADLOCK 
IN CONVENTION 


Chicago, June 6.—(By Associated 
Press.)—Prospects for a deadlocked 
republican convention are growing 
with the arival of uninstructed del- 
egates, who hold the balance of 
power. 

Out of the deadlock, which will 
be produced by the failure of Wood, 
Lowden or Johnson forces to com- 
mand a majority, will come the nom- 
inee, be he dark horse or one of the 
big three. 

he Lowden forces tonight are 
claiming as high as 260 votes onthe 
first ballot, and the Wood forces 
equally ag many. The Johnson 
claims are not stated in figures, but 
the California senator’s headquar- 
ters are claiming hourly additions 
to his column. 

After looking ovér the much- 
mixed situation, with its lack of 
head and leadership, the men whose 
influence counts in the party coun- 
cils have come to the conclusion 
that about the best way out is to-let 
the candidates with the largest 
number of supporters trot a few 
heats to show the convention what 
they can or cannot do. Those fa- 
voring this plan feel perfectly cer- 
tain that none of the candidates will 
be nominated on the test ballots. 

May Consider Dark Horses. 

After the three leading candidates 
have, demonstrated .to the .conven- 
tion that they have not enough votes 
to nominate the Ladd Phe gas S argued 
tk the del@gates themselves: will 
bé@.in better ition to determine 
whether they. prefer to combine on 
one of the three, or look at some 
dark horses. ? 

Up to this time dark horses have 
zone begging for riders, because 
those who had any ‘considerable 
support like Johnson, Lowden or 
Wood, refused to look at others for 
fear of indicating weakness before 
a test of strength had been made. 

Even those who favored a dark 
horse were unable to. attract any 
support for him, because there had 
been opportunity for one dark horse 
to establish a lead over another, 
To the mass of uninstructed dele- 
gates they are all a lot of dark 
herses, and nothing niore. 

The practical politicians began 
to realize today that, the only solu- 
tion offered was to let the conven- 
tion call for a dark horse and then 
show it a few, with the possibility, 
of course, that the convention might 
decide it could go further and fara 


worse than to take Johngon, Lowden 
or Wood.. All the discussion tonight 
of the principal balloting eenters 
around these-three mames, but the 
dark horse names are tOo many to 
be recorded. . ; 

If any set of practical politicians 
had agreed among themselves to put 
the convention into a deadiock for 
their own purposes, it is doubtful if 
they could have done better than 
the convention itself is threatening 
to do. Three ballots, and possibly 
four, by Thursday night; is the pre- 
diction being most freely made. 
coupled with thefurther prediction 
of final balloting on Friday. 

Pessibilities of Fireworks. 

The plan looks placid enough, 
but it is not without its possibili- 
ties of fireworks. It is realized on 
all sides that the forces of neither 
Johnson, Lowden or Wood will give 
up the struggle without a battle. 

The fight upon the platform 
planks, particularly that on the 
league of nations, continues to 
promise a test of strength of the va- 
rious elements, and renewed predic- 
tions are made that the element 
which succeeds in framing a plat- 
form acceptable t6 the convention 
will also be able to provide a can- 
didate equally acceptable. At this 
time, four years ago, Charles Evans 
Hughes was as good as nominated, 
although the ballots were not cast 
until four days later. Tonight he is 
being mentioned here, and there 
among the dark horses. Mention of 
former President Taft also is heard 
in the same way. The Hughes talk, 
which could not be denominated a 
boom, and yet bears the stamp of 
a good deal of support, was brought 
in by New York business men and 
financiers, who contended that he 
was a2 man upon whom all the ele- 
ments could unite. Governor Sproul, 
of Pennsylvania, and Senator Hard- 
ing. of Ohio, also figured in the 
speculation. 

With the opening of the conven- 
tion thirty-six hours away, last- 
minute arrangements are promptly 
moving into place. They include 
everything but a winning candidate, 
but the practiced politicians are 
confident that the elimination races 
they are planning to run inthe coli- 
seum this wee!: will produce one.

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POMPERSANSWERS 
GOVERNOR ALLEN 


Makes His Reply to Al- 
len’s Question About 
Public Rights in Strike 
Asked in Recent Debate.

Washington, June 6.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Feder*tion of Labor, today endeav- 
ered to answer the question about 
the right- of the public in a strike, 
asked by Governor Henry J. Alien, 
of Kansas, in a debate with Gompers 
in New York on the Kansas indus- 
trial court law. ‘ 

Allen asked whether the public 
has any rights ‘in a dispute which 
affects the production and distribu- 
tion of necessaries of life, threat- 
ening public peace and public 
if it has, how those 
rights should be safeguarded? 

The path to industrial peace, 
Gompers dcelares, lies, not in any 
State-made machine, but in accept- 
ance by employers of collective 
bargaining. Gompers argues that 
the strike is the final weapon of 
the workers to prevent oppression 
and declares the state can offer no 
substitute. He asserts “the public 
has no rights which are superior 
to the toiler’s right to defend him- 
self against oppression.” 

The belief that strikes which 
menace public safety should not be 
permitted h&s been responsible for 
much of the outcry against indus- 
trial warfare and was the theory 
upon which the government predi- 
cates its interference in the bitumi- 
nous coal strike. It was responsible 
for the creation of the federal ar- 
bitration machinery for settling 
Gisputes between railroad workers 
and employers and is expected tv 
find expression in the platforms o! 
both political parties. Governor Al- 
len, with his industrial court, has 
tried to find the answer, and he and 
Others are urging adoption of like 
machinery hy the national govern- 
ment, 

Concedes Public’s Rights. 

While conceding the public has 
rights in a strike, 
where in his discussion offers any 
plan for protecting those rights. 
Largely he defends the rights of 
workers to strike, endeavoring to 
show the larger benefits that ulti- 
mately arise. His reply may be 
taken as the expression of organ- 
ized workers to a problem which 
was forced vividly to the front by 
the Boston police strike and for the 
solution of which the country has 
long been groping. President Wil- 
son, for instance, indorsed tie plat- 
form of Virginia democrats, which 
advocated creation of machinery to 
prevent public suffering as the re- 
sult of industrial disputes. 

Gompers declares labor has no 
desire to cause inconvenience tu 
the public, of which it is a rar, 
and adds: 

“The public has no rights which 
are superior to the toiler’s right to 
live and to his right to defend him- 
self against oppression. 

“So far as labor is concerned, the 
right to strike must be and will be 
maintained, not only as a measure 
of self-defense and self-advance- 
ment, but as a measure necessary to 
Iwblic progress. There is no eBS- 
caping some inconvenience during 
strikes, particularly for those who 
engage in striking.” 

Conceding strikes of magnitude 
temporarily affect the pubi:c, Gom- 
pers makes ‘the point that the real 
public includes all union men and 
women and is, in fact, one-fourth 
union. 

“To describe a strike as a ‘pri- 
vate war between capital and labor’ 
is to come perilously near applying 
the language of either thoughtless- 
ness or ridicule to a struggle of 
humankind toward the attainment of 
an ideal,” said Gompers. 

“Employment to the employer is 
the basis of profits. Employment to 
the worker js. life. These viewpoints 
conflict from opposite angles. They 
will conflict so long as industry is 
conducted for profit alone. This con- 
flict will not be ended by statute 
law. It can reither be argued out 
of existence nor legislated out of 
existence. ' 

“The strike is the only effective 
weapon by which the workers may 
compel consideration of just de- 
mands. It is a weapon the use of 
which entails serious consequence, 
but the quéstion of life, which is 
the question at issue, as a serious 
question. 

“The freedom Of workmen in en- 
joyment of the right to strike means 
the freedom of men to make life 
better, safer, happier—the right of 
men to elevate the whole tone of 
society and to force abolition of 
abuse, injustice and oppression. 

“The question propounded by Gov- 
ernor Allen is an inquiry as to 
whether the public has any rights 
when strikes affect the ‘production 
or distribution of the necessaries of 
life, thus threatening the public 
peace and! impairing the public 
health?” In esuch cases, the public, 
including union men, has rights, and 
the striking union usually is first 
to recognize those fights. Few 
strikes affecting production or dis- 
tribution actually threaten the pub- 
lic peace, and fewer become a men- 
ace to the publie health. Strikes in 
which there has been a threatening 
of the publfe peace usually have 
been strikes in which employers or 
public officials, influenced by em- 
ployers, have created the breach 
of peace by the use of thugs, armed 
guards and detectives. 

“Strikes are caused by the refusal 
of employers to reach agreement 
with workers—often by the refusal 
of employers to negotiate at all 
with workers. It becomes necessary 
for the workers to cease working, to 
withdraw their service from the 
industry. IEnstinctively the workers 
put life before property, social wel- 
fare before material gain for the 
employer. ‘It is the duty. of the 
ublic to throw the weight of its 
nfluence on the side of the protag- 
anists of -proggress and justice— 
the workers. 

“The hope of the public, the hope 
of the workers, the hope of all for 
peace and progres, for continuity of 
production .and for safety from op- 
pression, li¢s not in a state-erected 
machine, but in acceptance by em- 
ployers geperally of the machinery 
of collective . bargaining. Trade 
agreements reached through col- 
lective bargaining offer the only 
safeguard that will work. The pub- 
lic righs are not safeguarded by 
laws that pim to prevent strikes. 

“Industrial eace is desirable. 
Industrial greed is what prevents it. 
The workers will struggle and or- 
ganize and strike when .necessary 
to prevent’ industrial injustice. The 
strike—the withdrawal of their 
service—is the one final effective 
weapon that they possess. The state 
can offer no substitute; the public 
can hope for no state-made substi- 
tute, for the struggle is in industry, 
not in politics. 

“The workers will not sacrifice 
human progress for an abstraction 
which is called public welfare, a 
term which is misused to mislead 
the very public upon which sypho- 
cants and pctiticians fawn.”

Murray Butler, of New York, today

PAPER SHORTAGE 


{ND T0 COMBINE 


Senate Committee Urges 
Prosecution of Manufac- 


-vored on Sunday Papers. 


Washington, June 6.—Helding 
that scarcity of newspr.iuc paper, 


which has handicapped American 
newspapers, .o be “more the result 
of artificial obstructions than of 
natural laws,” the senate commit- 
tee -which investigated the paper 
situation Saturday recommended 
that the department of justice insti- 
tute proceedings under the Sherman 
and Clayton acts against print pa- 
per manufacturers. Ss 

Manufacturers were charged by 
the committee with “unjust, illegal 
and discriminatory” practices. 
Present prices for newsprint paper 
were held by the committee to be 
“excessive and unwarranted.” 

Other recommendations made by 
the committee include: 

Establishment of a federal news- 
print board, “‘to supervise the manu- 
facture and distribution of print 
paper,” should government efforts 
to maintain a. reasonable price fail, 

Amendment of the Lever food con- 
trol act to penalize profiteering in 
newsprint paper. ’ 

Imposition of an excise tax of 10 
cents on Sunday newspapers weigh- 
ing more than 1.28 pounds a copy, 
so aS to limit such editions to 80 
pages until an adequate paper sup- 
ply can be secured. 

Appropriation of $100,000 for the 
purpose of experimenting with sub- 
Stitutes for wood pulp. ‘> 

Establishment of a rate of 1 cent 
a pound on sheet print paper to 
any part of the country when sent 
by parcel post. without increasing 
the present limit of 70 pounds, pro- 
vided under the pecstal regulations. 

U. 8S. Paper Mill Sugecsted. 

The committee also recommended 

that consideration be given by the 


government to the establishment of 
a newsprint paper mill to supply 
the government’s needs with any 
surplus paper to be sold to small 
consumers. 

The report, which was submit- 
ted to the senate just before ad- 
journment, was drafted by Senator 
Walsh, democrat, Massachusetts, 
and was signed by Senators Me- 
Nary, Oregon, and tronna, North 
Dakota, republicans. Senator Reed,

from the business by thre ed 
Collusion Is Charen’. 

“All the evidence of the various 
witnesses and the substantial and 
absolutely authentic information we 
have obtained from official re- 
ports,” the report declared, ‘seem 
to indicate that many ef the news- 
print paper makers here and in 
Canada were actin in collusion 
With the apparent intent to bring 
about restraint of the normal flow 
of trade and engage in unfair com- 
petition by methods in some cases 
of creating an artificial supply, and 
in others resorting indirectly 
through their bureaus of statistics 
to an actual fixing of price. In- 
deed, there is sufficient evidence 
to warrant the finding that there 
has been a deliberate curtailment 
of newsprint paper upon the part of 
some newsprint paper manufactur- 
ers to ‘get even’ with the govern- 
ment for its prosecution, and also 
to hold up pricés.”’ 

The report charged jobbers and 
brokers with profiteering, which, it 
was said in view of the evidence 
presented, should more _  appropri- 
ately be’ referred to as “usury.” 

“This committee,” gaid the re- 
port, “is not eonvinced that over 
one-third the price new asked in 
the spot market is warranted, and, 
in fact, there are some*well-regu- 
lated firms, who. as the evidence 
has shown, consider four or five 
cents per pound a thoroughly fair 
and reasonable price’ for. their 
products.” 

The report concluded with a pros 
test against the adjournment of 
congress without enactment of leg- 
islation to relieve the ‘print paper 
situation.

said, “when the Chiefest apostle of 
Christianity confronted the philos- 
ophers and philosophies of the very 
capital of philosophy, wes one of 
the most interesting in the history 
of men. The religion of Jesus 
Christ here met in conflict with the 
highest type of wisdom of men and 
found it confessedly ignorant of 
God. ' 
“The authorized version of the 
Holy Scriptures tells us that Paul 
charged the Athenian men with be- 
ing ‘too superstitious,’ but the re- 
vised version, more correctly per- 
haps, represents the apostle as say- 
ing to them tnat they were ‘very 
religious.’ ” 

Bishop Candler then advanced the 
following points: 

“First, religion is the most power- 
ful element in human nature, and 
worship is the loftiest exercise of 
the human heart. 

“Second, when religion does not 
adore the true God it degenerates 
into superstition, and no sort of hu- 
man learning can prevent this de- 
generation into superstition. Every 
philosophie sect in Athens had fall- 
en into polytheism and after erect- 
ing altars to multiplied deities, 
raised altars to the unknown God 
and ignorantly worshipped Him. 

“Third, the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
the crucified and risen Lord, satis- 
fies the religious nature, delivering 
it from both superstition and skep- 
ticism. In Christ light and life are 
found in all their beauty and ful- 
ness. Without Christ we must have 
a religionless world'‘or a supersti- 
tious world.”

Much work in maintaining and 
reproducing forests in the south 
where the problem of future timber 
supplies is most acute will have to 
be abandoned.

GRAMMAR. 

Congress “finished up” the en- 
actment of a law the other day 
and sent it to the president. 

It was a good law, one making 
interstate transportation of ‘ im- 
moral picture films a felony; and 
the president liked it. But never- 
theless he vetoed it. 

In reading it over approvingly his 
trained, scholarly eye detected in 
it an error in grammar; so he sent 
it back, with a veto message in- 
forming congress that the transpo- 
sition of a certain phrase in the 
bill made it “ambiguous”. to an ex- 
tent that might easily cause trouble 
in enforcing it. 

Upon receiving the mesgage the 
house set on foot an investigation 
and soon found that an enrolling 


\clerk had transposed the phrase 


in question. Then the measure as 
immediately “repassed,” sent: back 
to the white house, and signed. 

Which illustrates the  pains- 
taking scrutiny which President 
Wilson applies to the bills and 
documents that pass through his 
hands—hundreds of them in the 
course of a day—and also the 
prime importance of good gram- 
Mar. 

‘Recently we heard much in 
Georgia about “the dotting of an 
‘i’ and the crossing of a ‘t’,” which, 
in the abstract, might mean much 
or little to the public, according 
to the importance of the document 
in which the two letters in ques- 
tion might occur and the signifi- 
Cance of the letters to the inter- 
pretation of the document. 

In other words, an unerossed “t” 
(which would not be a “t’’) or an 
undotted “i” (which would nof be 
an “i’) or a misspelled word or a 
transposed sentence, clause or 
phrase, might easily make a vitally 
important law ineffective and 
worthless; or it might easily give 
to a decrée or other document: of 
great moment to someone, or to 
the public at large, a meaning spre- 
cisely opposite to that originally 
intended. 

Instances in which such has 
been the case are not uncommon. 

And the same truth applies 
equally to everything one says or 
writes. 

Good grammar-is all-important, 


next to impossible.

Without defending the principle 
of “outlawing strikes by legisla- 
tion,” and without saying that the 
right to strike should be taken 
away from laboring men, it is per- 
missible to say that, viewed as an 


jabstract proposition, Mr. Gompers’ 


theory is anacronistic and dead 
wrong. 

No “honest, patriotic citizen’ is 
is going to permit anything, that a 


other instrumentality can do, to 
make of him a criminal and a law- 
breaker! 

Patriotism in the indiyidual is 
impossible without honor and good 
citizenship; and the cardinal re- 
quirement of honesty and good citi- 
zenship is respect.for the institu- 
tions of government and obedience 
of the law. 

Therefore any man whose hon- 
esty and patriotism can be shaken 
—who, in other words, can be 
made a criminal and a law-breaker 
—simply by the enactment of a law 
that he does not like, even fhough 
it be a bad and an unjust law, is 
not overburdened with patriotism 
and tne attributes of ‘good citizen- 
ship. * 

It is the good and patriotic citi- 
zen’s privilege and duty to assist 
in the election of representatives 
to make the laws to govern s0- 


ciety; and then, to obey the law 
and abide strictly by the results 
of the majority’s action at the 
polis, whether those results are to 
his-liking or not. 3 

The honorable and patriotic way 
to overthrow a bad law is not to 
become a.criminal by violating it

In Profit-M aking Crops of the South 


Down the Lists, 


’ That actual conditions demon- 
strate that practically every crop 
a southern farmer can raisé will 


bring him more profit than cotton, 
as a result of the growth of- the 
pesines pickling and ‘preserving 

dustry in this section, is the in- 
teresting atatement made to The 
Constitution by O. J. Sala, vice pres- 
ident of the Georgia , Preserving 
company.

There is 
scarcely a crop that does not bring 
to the farmer a greater return than 
he could make witk cotton, even in 
the days whenglabor was cheap 
and the boli wedil non-existent, a 
fact that is emphasized by te 
Statements made by Mr. Sala. who 
was interviewed by a Constitution 
representative relative to the great 
success made by hundreds of far- 
mer in raising cucum mage for pick- 
ling, the product bei #0ld to the 
Jarzge pickling and prc pat com- 
panies which have located aux#iary 
Plants in this section. 

“The Georgia Preserving com- 


pany began operations about eigh- 
feen months ago. Last year we es- 
tablished eight cucumber brining 
stations in the state, and in the sec- 
tions where we established these 
stations, we contracted with the 
farmers for raising: aucumbers for 
our pickling opérations.: This was 


having had no previous experience 
in growing this crop in a commer- 
cial way. ‘In the development of 
these stations we proved conclusive- 
ly two very important factors—pne 
Was that the growing of cucumbers 
was highly profitable to the farmer, 
for he averaged a return of about 
$125 per acre for his crop. In sec- 
tions of Alabama, where they have 
been growing cucumbers for sev- 
eral seasons with better experience 
‘in growing. many of the farmers 
got as much &s $250.00 and $300.00 
per acre for his crop. We proved 
that the manufacture of these prod 
ucts. was profitable from the manu- 
facturér's standpomt, and the 
wholesalers and retailers of he 
south are not only willing, but anx- 
jous to handle products made in 
the south where the product is of 
high quality. 

“The growing of cucumbers | for 
pickling purposes has until a very 
few years ago been confined to the 
northern states—quite largety to 
Michigan and Wisconsin, certain 
portions of Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois—in later‘years to Colorado and 
California. California leads now in 
the production’ for any state, It 
was the belief, held by the best in- 
formed processors of pickling prod- 
ucts, that cucumber@ grown out o7”% 
that orthern ,zone where the in- 
dustry had developed would not be 
cesirable for pickling © purposes. 
They had the belief that the cucum- 
bers grown in the south would be 
tough and lack the crispness so de- 
sirable for high grade _ product. 
This belief has been exploded. 


Followed the Boll Weevil. 
“About eight years, ago 
brothers came from the north and 
acquired quite a tract of land in 
southern Alabaina and a portion of 
itississippi iust about the time of 
the advent of the boll weevil. They, 
therefore, had to look for some oth- 
er product to raise on the land. 
They tried 
bers and their success for the first 
vear was so great that they in- 
creased their operations until they 
rad astablished 20 stations. These 
men proved conclusively that the 
cucumber grown in this section of 
the United States is as desirable 
for high grade pickles as anv cu- 
cumber grown in the United States, 
so at the present time a number 
of the leading and foremost pickle 
manufacturers of the United States 
have stations in the south. The H. 
J. Heinz company, the largest oper- 
ators in the world, have a station 
at Moultrie, Ga., and one at Alberts- 
ville, Ala. Several other iarge 
packers of the north now have brin- 
ine stations in different sections of 
the south—largelv located in Ala- 

bama and Mississippi. 

“The Georgia Preserving company 
have at the present time eighteee 
brining stations, and have under 
contract several thousand acres. 
Cucumbers gives the farmer an easy 
crop to raise, highly profitable and 
one that he can maykKet in the lat- 
ter part of May and the month of 
June. The cucumher completes 
bearing about ninety days after 
planting. Therefore, it gives the 
farmer an opportunity of raising 
two crops on the same land. In 
South Georgia many pf the farmer3 
with whom we had ‘contracts last 
year, followed their cucumbers with 
sweet potatoes. 

“The pickle business is one that 
holds a very unique position in the 


world’s markets. At no time, as 
far as we have been able to learn,

is ‘increasing tremendously. The 
acreage in the north, which have 
been used for growing these prod- 
ucts, are being curtailed on the ac- 
count of labor cOnditions prevailing 
in those sections. The farmers in 
the north have been dependent upon 
the white foreign labor, and the de- 
velopment oF we auto industry has 
been responsi for attracting la- 
borers from the farms. 

“Cucumbers are planted in the 
northern states after June 10 and 
commence gathering about the firs* 
of August, and frost usually over- 
takes the vines before they com- 
plete bearing. In Georgia, the 
southern portions of the state, cu- 
cumbers are planted about March 
15 an the are through 
bearing the first of 
July. Therefore, it gives us the 
advantage of nearly three months 
in gétting into the eastern markets. 
We can get into to the New York, 
Phila@eiphia and Boston markets as 
cheaply as they ce~ from Michi- 
gan, which is the source of sup- 
Plies for that section. 

Hydrated Sweet Potatoes. 

“We are attaching hereto an item 
that appearfd September 19, 1918, 
following the sweet potato canners 
conyention in New Orleans. This 
gives an idea of the limited pack—- 
even that short time ‘ago. It has} 
only been about eight or nine years 
since the first sweet potato was 
canned, and the first years only a 
few cases were packed. There has 
been no general publicity campaign | 
to introduce this splendid preduct 
t. the markets—although it has 
grown in demand tremendously. 
Within three day’s time after issu- 
ing our prices on fall pack we haa 
erders for approximately 90,000 
cases of sweet potatoes. We do not 
think it would be difficult at all 
to sell at least 500,000 cases, but 
with our present capital and facil- 
ities, we were only able to accept 
60,000 cases. This will amount to 
about $200,000. With larger capital 
we could greatly increase our .fa*> 
cilities and give the farmer an op- 
portunity to turn his sweet potatc 
crop'into cash. With the preper 
support, and with a campaign of 
publicity—such as.the Californ'e 
fruit and vegetable growers use— 
the southern yellow yam‘ could be 
soon made to be one of the great 
money makers of the south. 

“The curing house is proving a 
freat boon to the farmer in sav- 
ing his sweet potatoes—yet it fai's 
to give the farmer all he desires in 
that line, as the curing house only 
takes No. 1 stock—leaving from 15 | 
to 40 per cent on the farmers’ 
hands, which he will have to feed 
to his hogs or throw away. The 
canning plant uses his entire run 
of field. Many of the farmers in 
the state—owing to the weather 
canditions of this year and the ad- 
vent of the boll weevil—are going 
to find themselves in a very sorry 
plight. With the development of 
the canning industry, they could 
grow many crops that would pay 
them from $100 to $300 per acre, 
and have at least two crops eff of 
the game land. 


“Our company is establishing a 


large and modern peach canning 
plant at Woodbury, Ga., in a section 
where there is approximately 4,000 
actes of peaches, which, up to the 
Suilding of our plant, had no fa- 
cilities whatever for taking care of 
the over-ripe product. In iess than 
one, day’s time after our price list 
had gotten into the hands of the 
trade we sold out our entire pack. 
We bave had to refuse an enormous 
business for the lack of capital and 
facilities to handle. : 
* Canning Fruits. 

“We will soon begin’ contracting 
with the farmers i the vicinities of 
our canning plants to raise straw- 
berries, blackberries and raspber- 
ries for our preserving and jelly op- 
erations. At the present time there 
is no commercial market in the 
state for these products. The ber- 
ry crops usually pay from $300 to 
$500 per acre. 

“Our company has at the present 
time a paid-in capital of $200.000. 
We have a charter privilege of 
$1,000,000, and we are increasing 
our capital to $500,000. We have 
identified with our company many 
of the leading bankers, business 
men and farmers in sections where 
we have our stations located Our 
board of directors is composed of 
men who stand well in theic com- 
munities financially and in a busi- 
ness way. 

“We have installed and are oper- 
ating now the only vinegar distil- 
lery in the immediate south. Geor- 
gia has been getting her vinegar 
trom Louisviiie, Cincinnati, Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg, paying the 
freight haul from these points to 
this state, which runs from 43c to 
LE a. per hurdred, and from $172 to 

$296 per car. The raw products 
from whié@h the distilled vinegar is 
made come from the suvtar refiners. 
Therefore, the vinegar can be made 
as cheaply jn Atlanta as it can in 
any of the’ northern centers. Our 


‘proximately 3,000. gallons per day. 
“All of our products are sold to 

wholesalers exclusively. .In the de- 

velopment of this business it is_pot 


a questidn of being able to create 
the demand or sell the merchandise, 
if the merchandise is a meritorious 
produce—it is simply a question of 
proper capital; and getting the raw

products raised.’

By the time I had attained the 
venerable age of twenty months the 
entrance to my esophagus, vulgarly 
known as the gullet or food chute, 
was armed with a fairly useful out- 


fit of masticating apparatus consist- 
ing of eight incisors or cutting ma- 


chines for tearing apart hunks of 
meat and the like, and four molars 
or grinding machines. With these 
"was able, if necessary, to shift for

Or in 
place of the ccreal sometimes I call- 
ed for buttered toast. 

10 O'CLOCK: Eight ounces of milk 
with plain or graham cracker. 

1 O'CLOCK DINNER: Potato, pre- 
ferably baked or mashed. One other 
vegetable well cooked and strained 
through a sieve (until 1 was 2 years 
old, not strained after that). Some 
fresh beef,. mutton, chicken, with 
gravy. If no meat, a_ boiled or 
poached or some fresh fish. 
baked. A slice of bread and butter. 
Some custard, tapioca or ice cream. 

3 O'CLOCK: Eight. ounces of milk. 
with bread and butter Ks brown 
sugar. on if desired. 

SUPPER AT 6: Two Suheek of cee 
real gruel, any kind, with milk or 
cream, and brown sugar if desired. 
Some stewed fruit pulp without 
skins or seeds. A sugar cookie, or 
some toast. A e@glass of milk. 

After supper I generally took a 
few rolls in the parlor with my fa- 
ther or helped mother dust the 
whatnot, until I felt sand in my 
eyes, and then bade everybody a 
fond good night.

If the situation here is chaotic i4 
to leadership, so also is it chaotic as 
to candidates. There is, as I have 
said, just a faint beginning of coag- 
ulation looking toward leadership, 
but, as respects the candidates, 
nothing grows more definite. There 
is not a candidate who is confident 
ef winning; there is not a manager i 
who is confident @f winning. There 
are men scheduled to make nomi- 
nating speeches who have not any 
confidence in the success of their, 
candidates; there are men scheduled 
to make nominating speeches who 
are spending today in earnest dis- 


cussion looking to the selection of 
a candidate other than the one they 


represent. There is no candidaie 


who is adding to the number of his 
delegates.

Under these circumstances your 
correspondent has a strong distaste 
to share in the predictions that are 
so common.

Somewhere in the early ballots is 
likely to be a tug-of-war pty te 
Wood and Lowden. In the deciding 
of that tug-of-war the 984 delegates 
can be divided, roughly, into four 
groups. There are about 300 dele- 
gates who are in varying degrees 
loyal to Wood. There are about 200 
delegates who are, in varying de- 
grees, loyal to Lowden. 


Balanee of Power Group. 


There are about 250 delegates 
who compose what may roughly 
be called the “balance-of-power 
group. They are delegates unin- 
structed, without pledges and with- 
out personal preference. They 
come in little groups from various 
states. They have been brought to- 
gether by a few of the old guard 
leaders, who have an understanding 
with each other and with the dele- 
gates whom they are bringing to- 
gether. The understanding is very 
loose and intangible. It is not in 
favor of any candidate and goes no 
farther than merely an assent to 
act as a group under a common 
leadership. As the opening day of 
the convention approaches, this 
group tends to grow in compact- 
ness and cohesiveness. It is in- 
creasingly reasonable to expect this 
group will be able to exercise the 
balance of power.

With the plank on Mexico still in 
its formative stage, there was a 
general feeling that little trouble 
would be encountered in bringing 
an agreement.

_As to candidates, there is no con- 
fidence among the followers of any 
one man. ‘There is quite general 
confidence that certain candidates 
will not be able to win, but no con- 
viction in any quarter. even in tha 
cuarters most intimately close .to 
the candidates themselves. that any 
one of them can win. The great 
number of uninstructed delegates 
have not made up their minds. These 
delegates are of a ratherhigher 
type than ever before, men of such 
steadiness and substance that one 
can nave confidence in what they 
ultima‘ely do. 

_ The talk is all of men—there is 
/ no talk of issues. There is not even 
any discussion or any thinking 
about the vote-winning capacities 
of the various candidates. There is 
almost no focus toward which men 
tene to group. It is a situation in 
which accidents can happen and out 
of which dramatic crises can arise. 
No Conception of Seriousness. . 

There is no conception of the se- 
riousness of the task. No one has 
vet set a note of e solesinity of 
the responsibility which the conven 
tion has. No one seems to realize 
vet the opportunity the convégntion 
has to make world history. one 
is thinking of the great iss in- 
volved.
